Most important of all, if an 
emergency occurs — think, don’t panic. This is the 
basic rule for a happy ending to every story of fun 
afloat.

Now For Conventions 


Michigan voters may have become wearied by 


all the electioneering leading up to the state-wide 
primary on Aug. 4, but that merely laid the 
groundwork for the real hard-nosed politicking 
ahead. 

We refer to the state conventions of the two 
parties, where delegates will solemnly assemble, 
solemnly write a platform promising all sorts of 
things and decrying all sorts of other things, and 
solemnly round out their state-wide slates for the 
Nov. 6 general election. 

The delegates get a chance to name their party’s 
candidates for lieutenant governor, attorney 
general, secretary of state, Michigan supreme 
court, state board of education, and the gaveming 
boards of Michigan State University, Wayne State 
University, and University of Michigan. 

The Democrats “will convene Aug. 22 in Grand 
Rapids; the Republicans will meet Aug. 29 in 
Detroit. 

These events will see a different type of politics 
than evidenced either in the primary or the general 
election—both of which also must exhibit different 
types of politicking. 

Convention politics is something apart. Here, 
old friendships and old alliances and old favors 
called due become important. Here, past party 
service can be paramount. Here, a closely knit, 
closely coordinated, well-regulated handful of 
delegates, with proper leadership, can hold sway. 

Or, a convention can be a jumbled, mixed up, 
disorganized, emotional, ill-fitted exercise in 
political trustration. 

At the Democratic convention, two spots seem 
to hold the most interest—the nomination for 

, Secretary of state, to replace the retiring James M. 
“ Hare; and the two seats up for grabs on the 
Michigan supreme court. 

The maneuvering already has been intense for 
the secretary of state’s job. Probably the candidate 
most experienced in the ways of convention 
politics is Billie S. Farnum from Oakland county, 


who has been this route before, both as a 
behind-the-scenes power in the Williams era of 
Democratic dominance, and as a. candidate 
himeclf. Parnum is a foimey deputy secretary of 
state, was elected as state auditor genoral, and was 
elected again as a congressman from the 19th 
district. 

But there could be some legitimate question as 

to whether his power bases within convention 
politics aré too old and rusted to be of complete 
service in 1970. 
_ The branch managers of Michigan—the guys 
who sell the license plates on a patronage basis 
from the secretary of state—have pushed forward 
theix OWii caiididaie, Charies F. Gray of Ypsiianii, 
who is a former state representative and whose 
wife runs the fee branch office in Livonia. 

If the branch managers should coalesce 


effectively at the convention, Gray could well haye © 


the inside track for the nomination. And, since the 
roots of branch managers generally stem from the 
political arena, this is entirely possible. 

A third avowed candidate is John F. McEwan, 
mayor of River Rouge. His political grassroots are 
mainly in Wayne county and the Downriver area, 
and at a Democratic convention, that’s not 
necessarily bad. 

Of course, even more candidates could emerge, 
including at least one Negro. The Democrats very 
likely could have at least one Negro in a top spot 
on their fail slate. 

For the supreme court, a battle royal could 
develop, unless it is compromised ahead of time, 
with three of the best-known names in Democratic 
politics and one Negro already announced 
candidates tor the two nominations available. 

G. Mennen Williams and John B. Swainson, 
both former governors, are two of those seeking 
their party’s nod. Former Lt. Gov. T. John 
Lesinski, now chief judge of the’ state appeals 
court, is a third. The Negro is Robert Evans, a 
Recorders Court Judge in Detroit, where Swainson 
is a circuit judge.

Unless things are ironed out in advance, this 
could be one of the textbook convention contests 
in Michigan history. 

At the Hepublivay convention, Gov. Milliken 
isvk much of Tal montis ago 
with his early announcement that he wanted for 
lieutenant governor James H. Brickley of Detroit, 
a former city councilman and now district 
attorney. At the time, Brickley said he would take 
the nomination but couldn’t work for it. 


The Republicans, too, will draft some lawyer to 
run against Frank Kelley, the Democrats’ top man, 
for attorney general. 


Rut the eonter of a 


wee Oe attention at te Gor ineviing 
also will be the secretary of state position, with 
two members of the legislature— Sen. Emil 
Lockwood of Gratiot county and Rep. Weldon 
Yeager of Wayne county~already spending lots of 
time and some cash in trying to win the 
nomination. 

Lockwood’s political base has been mainly 
legislative in nature, which never has accounted for 
much when it came to hard-nosed convention 
politicking. However, Lockwood as his party’s 
senate leader has been careful to court backing in 
high places outside of the legislature, and will be 
trying to bring this support ‘to bear at the 
convention. 

Yeager is no pushover, and may even logically 
be favored at this. point. Yeager is a veteran of 
conventioneering, and has plenty of due bills to 
call in from his convention activities over the years 


where he has either led or been near the top of his_ 


Wayne county contingent at Republican 
conventions for many years. Yeager knows well 
how to play the convention game of poltiics; and 
although not too many Republicans ‘get elected in 
Wayne county, the delegate strength from there at 
Republican conventions is still mighty potent. 

_ If Milliken keeps his hands off this race, it, too, 
should provide some interesting lessons in 
convention politics.
